AGAWAM — Griffin Cun- 
ningham is one step closer toward 
realizing his dream of becoming 
a member of the United States 
military. Earlier this summer, he 
completed a two-week “Military 
Adventure Camp” in Millersburg, 
Ky., that gave him a sense of what 
boot camp would be like. The 
camp is run by the United States 
Army Cadet Corps. 

Griffin, 16, son of Patti and Jack 
Cunningham of Feeding Hills, 
will be a junior at Agawam High 
School next year. He was one of 
roughly 150 people to attend the 


camp the last week of June and 
first week of July. 

“T put him on an airplane and an 
army sergeant picked him up at the 
airport,” said Patti Cunningham. 

When Griffin arrived, he called 
his family to let them know of his 
safe arrival, and that’s the last Patti 
Cunningham spoke with her son 
for the duration of the camp.

MHC denies $100,000 grant application

AGAWAM — The historic red 
barn at the entrance to School Street 
Park will not be restored using state 
grant funds, but that does not mean 
the project won’t move forward at 
some point in the future. 

Last month, Deborah Dachos, 
director of Planning and Commu- 


nity Development, learned that the 
Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission (MHC) denied a $100,000 
grant application for the barn. The 
city council had approved spend- 
ing $315,000 of Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) funds to 
preserve the barn contingent upon 
receipt of the MHC grant.

Locals needed to clean the Connecticut River

REGION — In 1965, Katharine Hepburn called The Con- 
necticut River “the world’s most beautifully landscaped 
cesspool.” 

While she may have been more deserving of the remark 
back then, numerous laws and policies implemented since 
have improved the condition of the river immensely. So 
much so, in fact, that the river has been named 
America’s first National Blueway, a distinc- 
tion which, according to Audubon Magazine, 
“recognizes and supports exemplary river 
system stewardship [including] abundant 
conservation, environmental education, rec- 
reation, and economic opportunities.” 

Efforts to keep the Connecticut River clean 
continue, and this October, residents can 
help. 

Registration has just begun for the Con- 
necticut River Watershed Council’s 17th an- 
nual Source to Sea Cleanup. 

The event, which has officially expanded 
to two days this year, includes all four of the 
states that the river runs through: New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, and of course, Connecticut. 

The Source to Sea Cleanup will take place on Friday and 
Saturday, Oct. 4 and 5. Anybody interested in joining the 
cleanup efforts may register to start a group, register to work 
alone or join an existing group by visiting www.ctriver.org. 

If residents are unable to participate in the clean up, they 
can still help by reporting any areas in the watershed area 
that need attention. 

The Watershed Council also encourages businesses to get 
involved by starting a volunteer cleanup group, making a 
donation of supplies such as gloves and trash bags, or by 
becoming a sponsor. 

“Any trash that makes its way into the river eventually 
makes its way down into the long island sound and out into 
the ocean,” said Angela Mrozinski, outreach and events 
director for the Connecticut River Watershed Council, “so 
we're trying to stop the trash at its source before it has an 
opportunity to pollute the planet as a whole.” 

Last year, more than two thousand volunteers watershed-

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wide pulled more than 99 tons of trash from the river and the 
surrounding area, including everything from styrofoam and 
plastic bags to mattresses and abandoned cars. 

Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, church groups, employee vol- 
unteer groups, schools, classrooms and environmental clubs 
were among the volunteers. Employees from construction 
companies even volunteered with their equipment to help 
move some of the larger debris. 

Mrozinski and her coworkers at the Connecticut River 
Watershed Council use the data from the 
cleanups, such as how much of certain 
items that they are finding, to help influ- 
ence laws and regulations that will help. 

“We try to use that information for ad- 
vocacy purposes,” she said. For instance, 
the number of mattresses that were found 
by the cleanup were taken into consider- 
ation when Connecticut recently passed 
a law requiring companies that produce 
mattresses to have a take-back or recy- 
cling program. 

While the event is beneficial for the en- 
vironment, local wildlife, and hikers and 
boaters who like to enjoy the outdoors, it 
also offers the volunteers an interesting 
Opportunity to meet and spend the day with others who are 
interested in the cause. 

“Tt’s a fun day,” said Mrozinski. “It’s a really nice com- 
munity event. It really brings people together who otherwise 
wouldn’t be getting together. People can really make a big 
positive difference, and have fun doing it.”

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Time for charter review?

To the editor: 

Perhaps this might be a good time for 
Agawam to seriously consider the estab- 
lishment of a charter review committee to 
begin the long overdue process of reviewing 
our charter and streamlining aspects of our 
town government. Some possible areas for 
review and revision could be as follows. 

Reducing the size of the council down 
to nine members from the current 11. Do 
we really need 11 at-large members? Look 
once again to returning to precinct rep- 
resentation. Precinct councilors provide 
an opportunity for citizens to voice their 
concerns to their precinct councilor and in- 
sures residents access to representation on 
issues affecting their individual precinct. 
Fixing the terms of office for elected offi- 
cials should be a charter function and not 
addressed as a ballot question. Creating a 
recall provision, for cause, in the charter 
should be considered. Making members 
of the planning board elected as opposed 
to being appointed. There are other areas 
which could be reviewed as well. 

The above are merely suggestions that 
could serve as a basis for discussion under 
charter review, but a charter review process 
must begin before anything advances. The 
establishment of an elected charter review 
committee is the first step. Agawam should 
take that step and move in a positive direc- 
tion towards charter review.

Act is a state law that allows municipalities 
to place a surcharge of up to 3 percent on 
homeowners’ property taxes. The state then 
matches a percentage of the funds raised, 
and the town can use the money for preser- 
vation of open space, restoration of historic 
buildings, and affordable homes on the rec- 
ommendation of the CPC 

“[’m very disappointed that the Mass. 
Historical Commission didn’t see fit to even 
give us something in terms of funding,” Da- 
chos said last week. “They did indicate in 
their letter that if we had other sources of 
funding, they’d be happy to recommend the 
project.” 

Dachos said she’s never requested money 
from that particular source before and that 
the MHC had previously indicated it was 
“very supportive of barn restoration proj- 
ects,” she said. 

“T’m just waiting to see who they did 
award funding to and for what kind of proj- 
ect,’ said Dachos. 

She called the MHC application project 
“grueling” and said the application itself was 
about 300 pages long. 

“We certainly did attempt to secure this 
additional funding,’ she said. 

The $415,000 total ($315,000 from CPA 
and $100,000 MHC grant) would have paid 
for a new foundation, framing on the first 
floor, new siding/insulation, new roofing, 
exterior doors and windows and a handicap 
accessible lift, said Dachos. 

Following receipt of the denial letter from 
MHC, Dachos said she met with a School 
Street Barn advisory committee to discuss 
the next step. 

“They are in agreement that they want to 
go back to Community Preservation Com- 
mittee for the full amount,’ she said. How- 
ever, the committee is in the process of de- 
veloping a five-year spending plan due to 
recent legislation changes to the Community 
Preservation Act, which means Dachos like- 
ly won’t approach them until the fall. 

“Tm in a holding pattern right now,” she 
said. “When CPC has prioritized its projects, 
then I will submit an application for the full 
amount.” 

Although the advisory committee dis- 
cussed going to the council to request just 
$315,000 for the project, Dachos said every

element included in the $415,000 amount 
was critical to being able to open the barn 
for public use. 

Without the restoration work, Dachos said 
the barn would continue to deteriorate. 

“We have to move forward with it one 
way or the other,” she said. “Really, it’s go- 
ing to be in the hands of the CPC and the city 
council to decide how they want to support 
the project.”

SPRINGFIELD — Thirty-five percent of 
dogs and cats in U.S. households are not 
spayed or neutered; yet the procedure is 
one of the most effective ways to reduce 
the homeless pet population. Unfortunately, 
pit bulls are the breed most likely to end up 
in animal shelters in large numbers due to 
myths and negative publicity, which impact 
public perceptions of the breed.

the referendum July 16 was impressive: 58 
percent of the voters (13,973) approved, and 
the “yes” votes won in 62 of the 64 precincts. 
Also, MGM has been clearing the statutory 
hurdles ahead of its rivals. 


Statutory Scheme 

Under the statute, any plan’s promoters 
have to have a “host community agreement” 
(HCA) with the authorities of the appropriate 
town, and that must be followed by a vote of 
support from the people of that town, before 
the plan may be considered by the Massachu- 
setts Gaming Commission as a candidate for 
the one casino that will be authorized in the 
western part of the state. 

MGM cleared the first hurdle on May 10 
of this year when the Springfield City Coun- 
cil voted unanimously for a host community 
agreement. 

Hard Rock entered into an agreement with 
West Springfield on July 12, in the expecta- 
tion of using the Big E land off of Memorial 
Avenue. “The Hard Rock vote takes place on 
Sept. 10,” the mayor said. “Should that vote 
be positive, we will talk to them, too.” 

Separately, the Mohegan Tribal Gaming 
Authority (MTGA), the operator of a very 
successful casino in Montville, Conn., 1s 
working on a planned casino in Palmer. 

The Springfield/MGM plan is now the 
only one of the three to have cleared the sec- 
ond hurdle, with the July 16 vote tally. 


Traffic Issues 
Agawam is not an abutting community in 
the case of the Palmer proposal, so they’ ll 


more than $394,000 in funding so that 49 
animal welfare organizations in 24 states 
can perform 6,248 surgeries on pit bull ter- 
riers during the month of August. Locally, 
Dakin plans to spay/neuter 120 pit bulls 
and pit bull mixes for the special $20 rate, 
which includes a free nail trim. 

“Spaying/neutering a pet is the most ef- 
fective thing a person can do to prevent un- 
wanted litters from being born, said Leslie 
Harris, executive director of Dakin Humane 
Society. “And pit bull dogs are a breed that 
all too frequently becomes homeless.” 

For people with pit bulls who may be 
hesitant to get their young puppies spayed 
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have no need to talk to the MTGA, even if 
the HCA in that town is followed by a suc- 
cessful referendum. 

It would be difficult to conjure up three 
more widely different proposals within the 
same statutory scheme. The Mohegan/Palmer 
plan envisions a rural campus, akin to those 
of both the Mohegan Sun and the other Con- 
necticut casino, Foxwoods. The Springfield 
plan looks to an urban setting, in the city’s 
South End, part of Ward 1. The West Spring- 
field fairgrounds plan might be described as a 
split-the-difference locale. 

At any rate, under the statutory scheme, af- 
ter a casino’s promoters have won their host 
town referendum they are supposed to work 
out a deal with abutting towns, a deal that can 
involve addressing traffic-flow problems or 
compensating the towns for the expectation 
that they will have to do so. 

Richard Theroux, Agawam’s town clerk, 
confirmed that the committee he chairs will 
hold a meeting Aug. 20 to discuss options 
now that MGM has won the vote. He shares 
the mayor’s agnosticism as to who will or 
should win the day. 

If a casino wins its hometown vote, and 
can’t reach a resolution with the abutting 
towns, Theroux said, the matter will go into 
mediation and might ultimately go to the 
State Gaming Board, which will make the 
final call among the three projects. 

“Certainly they want to go forward” with 
the abutting towns. “It helps their applica- 
tion” to the state board, “and their public re- 
lations,’ Theroux said.

NORTHFIELD - The 65th  anniver- 
sary of the opening night at the Northfield 
Drive-In Theatre will be celebrated Aug. 3 
with a bevy of outdoor film lover activities. 
The weekend celebration will include movie 
poster giveaways and a triple feature of great 
first-run movies, including “The Smurfs 2”, 
“The Wolverine’, and “Grown Ups 2”. 

A labor of love, the Northfield Drive-In 
is a true family affair. Though the last 60 
years have brought about many changes in 
technology, culture, and demographics, the 
Northfield Drive-In works to remain true 
to its original intent of being an affordable, 
family-friendly, entertaining night out. 

“Tf you come to the drive-in before the end 
of the year, make sure you stop in at the pro- 
jection booth before the show or at intermis- 
sion and ask projectionist Paul Bader for a 
quick tour of one of the last running arc-and- 
carbon projectors in the country,’ said owner 
Mitchell Shakour. “After this year, they will 
only be found in museums.” 

There will be a major announcement on 
Saturday, Aug. 3 concerning required equip- 
ment modifications. Most drive-in theatres 
that remain in business today are being 
forced to make the conversion to digital pro- 
jection equipment in order to remain com- 
petitive.

“This would be an enormous expense for 
us, especially given the fact that we are only 
a seasonal business,” added Shakour. 

The theater is asking moviegoers to come 
hungry and support strong concession sales 
as one of the only means of financing this 
major capital investment. 

Northfield Drive-In Theatre is situated in a 
rural area on the Massachusetts state line on 
Route 63 at 981 Northfield Road in Hinsdale, 
NH. Itis one of the lone survivors of the drive- 
in golden era, lasting longer than the drive-ins 
that once called Springfield, Northampton, 
Greenfield, Keene, and Brattleboro home. 
When it first opened on Tuesday, Aug. 3, 
1948, it was known as the Northfield Com- 
munity Drive-In Theatre. After one year of 
construction, Northfield opened its box of- 
fice for the first time, ushering in a new 
age of outdoor movies in the tri-state area. 
Though the drive-in was to have opened 
four months earlier, contractor issues caused 
the owner to delay the first season opening. 
At that time, Northfield was the only drive-in 
in a 30-mile area. The original owner, Carl 
Nilman, was a pioneer in the drive-in busi- 
ness, eventually owning 10 to 15 theatres 
and drive-ins throughout New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts. During the 1960s, there 
were as many as 6,000 drive-ins. Today, ac- 
cording to the Drive-In Theatre Association, 
there are 358 remaining in the country.

Editorials 
are not meant to be balanced to both sides like our news stories 
should. They are intended to opine around the facts and take a 
position. That’s the whole point of the “opinion” page. 


As a free service for our readers, we will print all births, wed- 
dings, engagements, milestone anniversaries, major birthdays, 
military achievements, honors and awards. We have a “people 
news” form available for you to submit these listings. This material 
is provided to us by our readers and local institutions and we do 
not charge to print this content. 


Our Sports Editor Dave Forbes and his reporters and photogra- 
phers cover select varsity school games weekly as well as youth 
and adult sports leagues. Our team tries to be fair and spread the 
coverage around to all the teams, but as playoffs approach, teams 
making the playoffs take more precedence. We have tried hard 
this year to expand our coverage of youth sports, but we need 
coaches and players to send in their photos and write-ups.
